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CASADA.;     Second  official  crop  estimate  shows  small  reductions 
from  final  estimate  for  wheat,  oats,  "barley,  and  rye.    A  discussion  of 
the  figures,  with  comparisons,  will  a-opear  in  next  week's  issue. 


CAxIADri.:     Second  estimate  for  current  flaxseed  crop  is  lH, 991,000 
"bushels,  representing  a  decrease  of  12  percent  compared  with  the 
September  forecast.    The  final  estimate  in  19^-1  was  6,  500, 000  bushels. 


CALIALA.:     In  order  to  distribute  more  evenly  the  present  stocks 
of  butter  in  Canada,  the  Food  Administrator  issued  an  order  limiting  all 
holdings  of  butter  in  storage  warehouses  and  creameries,  effective 
ITovember  30,  19^2,  to  75  percent  of  the  amount  held  §t  the  same  date 
last  year.    Limitation  of  the  amount  of  butter  held  in  storage  will  have 
the  effect  of  greater  distribution  of  butter  within  Canada  from  existing 
stocks.    The  present  rate  of  butter  consumption  is  greater  than  that  of 
last  year,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  with  cooperation  on  the  part  of 
consumers,  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  a  sufficient  supply  for 
normal  demands.

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GRAINS 

ALGERIA  EXPERIENCES 
WHEAT  SHORTAGE  ... 

The  quantity  of  grain  delivered  to  date  in  Algeria  has  fallen  so 
far  short"  of  requirement s  that  stocks  are  reported  to  be  only  sufficient 
to  cover  normal  consumption  to  February  1943,-  according  to  information 
received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations •    As  a  conse- 
quence of  the  shortage,  the  Government  has  found  it  necessary  to  regulate 
the  sale  of  bread  and  breadstuff s.     On  September  23  a  decree  was  passed 
making  registration  of  bread  purchasers  mandatory.    Beginning  October  8, 
sales  'of  bread  were  to  be  between  bakeries  and  their  registered  customers 
exclusively,  with  the  exception  of  that  served  at  restaruants  during  the 
midday  and  evening  meals. 

All  sales  of  cereals  s  s  grain  were  also  to  be  controlled  and  cr.rds 
issued  to  families  eligible  for  the  purchase  of  bread  grains.  These 
family  cards,  according  to  the  order,  must  be  presented  in  making  any 
purchase  of  such' grains  after  November  1,  1942.    The  order  also  specifies 
that  all  farmers  who  have  retained  cereals  for  consumption  by  their  fami- 
lies or  workmen  must  surrender  the  cards  for  these  persons  together  with 
the  receipt  for  the  farmer's  crop  declaration.    This  measure  is  expected 
to  restrict  the  sales  of  grain  among  the  native  population  to  transactions 
for  ordinary  family  consumption. 

Additional  measures  proposed  to  alleviate  the  shortage  include 
raising  the  already  high  flour-extraction  rate  of  95  percent  to  100  per- 
cent.    Stricter  rationing  of  the  population  is  also  planned.    The  present 
comparatively  generous  daily  ration  of  14  ounces,  which  is  nominal  in 
most  districts,  will  probably  have  to  be  reduced  considerably.  Reasons 
given  for  the  shortage  are  a  below  average  1942  crop  and  limited  de- 
liveries.    Production  of  wheat  in  Algeria  had  been 'estimated  unofficially 
at  around  30  million  bushels  earlier  in  the  season,  but  it  is  now  re- 
ported that  this  figure  appears  too  high  (the  1934-1938  average  was  35 
million  bushels).     It  is  el-so  reported  that  growers  are  withholding  grain 
from  market  and  that  this  practice  has  further  aggravated  the  short  supply. 


BULGARIA  ESTABLISHES  GRAIN  PRICE  LEVELS; 
PLANS  MODERN  GRAIN  STORAGE  .  .  . 

The  Bulgarian  Government,  through  the  offices  of  the  Authority  for 
the  Purchase  and  Export  of  Grain,  has  fixed  ceiling  prices  for  grain  for 
the  year  beginning  July  1,  1942.     This  action  was  indicated  to  be  the 
first  step  toward  a  general  price  ceiling  and  is  important,  as  grain  prices 
ajnd  particularly  wheat  prices,  are  said  to  be  the  basis  of  the  whole  price 
structure.      The  prices  set  on  wheat  remains  unchanged  at  6.20  leva. 
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per  kilogram  ($2.04  per  "bushel)  for  ordinary  wheat  and  6. 30, leva  ($2.07 
per  "bushel)  for  hard  and  white  wheats.     For  other  grains  the  new  prices 
per  kilogram  with  the  former  prices  in  parentheses  are:    Bye  5.30  (5.20) 
leva,  ordinary  "barley  4.20  (3.80)  leva,  two-row  "barley  4.50  (4.10)  leva, 
oats  4.20  (4.00)  ieva,  millet  5.30  (6.20)  leva,  shelled  corn  4.60 
(3.70-4.00)  leva,  and  field  vetches  3.50  (5.00)  leva. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  existing  shortage  of  modern  grain  storage 
space,  the  Bulgarian  Government  is  to  "build  one  large  granary  with  a  capaci 
of  120,000  metric  tons  (4.4  million  bushels) "and  numerous  small  granaries 
throughout  the  country,  with  a  total  capacity  of  500,000  tons  (18.4  mil- 
lion "bushels).     The  erection  of  this  storage  space  is  in  response  to  a 
long-felt  need.     Storage  facilities  now  in  use  are  all  privately  owned 
and  are  totally  inadequate  as  to  space  and  particularly  as  to  ventilation 
and  protection  against  insect  infestation.     The  granaries  of  Southern 
Bulgaria  are  said  to  be  especially  vulnerable  to  insect  pests. 

Many  flour  mills  in  Bulgaria  also  lack  modern  equipment  and  as  a 
result  cf  a  recent  order,  6,500  of  these  mills  throughout  the  country 
are  reported  to  have  closed.     These  were  small  farm  mills  that  lacked 
grain  cleaning  machinery  and  flour  bolters,  the  use  of  which  is  manda- 
tory under  the  terms  of  the  order.     In  addition,  21  larger  mills,  which 
had  been  operating  without  authorization,  were  closed,  according  to  re- 
ports.   As  a  result  cf  this  action,  it  is  expected  that  a  more  accurate 
check  on  flour  production  in  Bulgaria  will  be  possible.    .  . 


BARBADOS  IIXRFASBS 
CASSAVA  PRODUCTION  .   .  . 

In  order  to  reduce  dependence  on  imported  foodstuffs,  the  Barbados 
Government  is  attempting  to  expand  domestic  production  through  a  system 
of  acreage  quotas  for  essential  foods,  according  to  information  recently 
received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    Under  the 
terms  of  an  order  issued  in  July,  a  minimum  of  35  percent  of  all  arable 
lands  must  be  planted  to  vegetables,  and  it  is  estimated  that  cassava 
will  constitute  1,700  acre s  of  the  total.     The  estimated  yield  of  about 
6,500  tons  from  this  acreage  contrasts  with  the  normal  cassava  production 
cf  around  500, tons. 

This  prospective  large  cassava  crop  will  be  harvested  from  the 
end  of  Hay  to  October  1943,  and  its  disposal  presents  a  problem,  since 
only  a  smo.ll  proportion  of  the  indicated  production  cculd  be  consumed  in 
its  naturo.l  state.     The  Government  proposes  a  solution  in  the  establish- 
ment of      factory  for  processing  the  roots  into  flour.     The  factory,  the 
erection  of  which  has  already  started,  will  be  operated -under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture. 
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Bar Dados  is  dependent  on  imports  for  virtually  its  entire  supply 
of  breadstuff s.     Inports  of  wheat  flour  in  1936  amounted  to  85,352  "bags, 
and  corn  meal  imported  the  sane  year  aggregated  25,264  bags'.     If  the  out- 
turn of  cassava  flour  should  "be  as  high  as  is  indicated,  it  could  dis- 
place a  considerable  amount  of  the  wheat  imports.     It  is  estimated  that 
the  coming  harvest  should  furnish  at  least  a  year's  supply  of  cassava 
flour  in  a  25  percent  admixture  with  wheat  flour. 


RICE  PRODUCTION  REDUCED  IN  AREAS 
CONTROLLED  3Y  JAPAN  .   .  . 

Preliminary  information  received  by  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations  indicates  that  the  1942  rice  crops  in  several 
areas  under  Japanese-  control  are  substantially  below  normal.     The  harvest 
in  Japan  is  believed  to  be  near  average,  and  with  imports  from  the  col- 
onies and  occupied  countries  in  southeastern  Asia,  Japan  is  expected  to 
have  an.  ample  supply  of  rice  for  the  Empire  during  the  1942-43  season 
(November-October) . 

Reports  to  date  indicate  a  sharp  reduction  in  this  year's  rice 
production  in  Korea  and  Surma,  with  below-average  harvests  in  Formosa., 
Thailand,  and  the  Philippines.    No  information  is  available  regarding 
the  crops  in  French  Indochina  and  the  Netherlands  Indies.  Production 
in  China  this  year  is  believed  to  be  about  average.

Japan  during  most  of  the  1930's  was  self-sufficient  in  rice,  when 
the  supplies  from  Korea  and  Formosa  were  .included.     During  that  decade 
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Korea  .furnished  about  10  percent  and  Formosa  about  5  percent  of  the  total 
Japanese,;  rice  requirements.     Imports  of  foreign  rice  averaged  only  about 
three-tenths  of.  1  percent . 

■     The  crop  in  Korea  this  year  is  placed  at  4,285  million  pounds  of 
cleaned  rice,  according  to  a  Japanese  report,  and  compares  with  the  1941 
harvest  of  7,220  million  pounds  and  the  1934-1938  average  of  6,095  mil- 
lion pounds.     The  harvest  this  year  was  reduced  on  account  of  drought. 
Korea  normally  exports  from  35  to  40  percent  of  the  total  production  to 
Japan.     If  the  harvest  turns  out  to  he  as  small  as  now  reported,  exports 
to  Japan  during  the  1942-43  season  will  "be  insignificant,  as  they  were 
following  the  short  1939  harvest. 

The  1942  crop  in  Formosa  is  also  reported  unsatisf actory ,  according 
to  information  released  "by  the  Japanese  Government.    Normally,  45  to  50 
percent  of  Formosa's  total  harvest  is  exported  to  Japan.     Japanese  imports 
of  foreign  rice  "began  in  large  volume  following  the  short  Korean  harvest 
in  the  fall  of  1939.     Imports  in  1940  were  placed  at  3,800  million .pounds 
and  in  1941  at  4,400  million  pounds.     Imports  have  "been  obtained  from 
Burma,  Thailand,  French  Indochina,  and  China.

In  spite  of  the  short  crops  in  several ' countries  this  year,  rice 
supplies  should  he  ample  in  all  areas  occupied'by 'Japan,  providing  sur- 
plus supplies  are  distributed  to  the  deficit  areas.     The  "Big  Three," 
Burma,  ■  Thailand,  and  French  ■  Indochina,  are  the' "world1  s 'largest  surplus 
rice  producers  and  together  .have  a  total  surplus  ranging  from  10  to  15 
"billion  pounds  annually.     The  only  occupied  area  normally  with  a  lo.rge 
rice  deficit  is  British  Malaya, .which  requires  annual  imports  of  about 
2  billion  pounds.

IUDIM  COTTON  CHOP  DAMAGED  BY  RAIN  .   .   .  "     '       !\  . ' 

Excessive  rains  in  the  Central,  Provinces  and  Sar'oda,  .with  floods 
in  Sind  (mostly  irrigated  areas),  caused  considerable  damage  during  August 
to  the  cotton  crops  in  those  areas'.  '  Canals ,.  closed  because  of  breaches, 
'caused  a  shortage  of  water  in  the  Prniab  Province  farther  north.  The 
second  official  estimate  for  1942  placed  the  all-India  cotton  acreage 
' (area  planted  prior  to  October  l)  at  16,033,000  acres  compared  with  a 
.second  estimate  of  19,235,000  acres  last  year.    The  planting  season  for 
India  as. a  whole  extends  from  March  to  December,  and  the 'second  estimates 
have  averaged  about  84  percent  of  the  finals  during  the  -past  10  years. 
Private  sources  place  the  1942  crop  at  4,600,000  bales  (of  478  pounds) 
compared  with  5,042,000  last  year. 

A  movement  to  grow  more  food  crops  and  less,  short  staple  cotton, 
sponsored  by  cotton  organizations  and  supported  by  the  Government ,  appears 
to  have  achieved  some  success,  as  indicated  by  the  17  percent  decrease  in 
acres  planted.    A  break-down  o'f  the  first  1942  estimate  (released 
August  31 )  by  staple  lengths  indicated  a  45-percent  reduction  in  the  area 
planted  to  short  staple  varieties  (less  than  7/8  inch),  while  the  acreage 
of  medium  and  long  staple  varieties  was  increased  by  34  percent.  The 
following  table , shows  progress  of  earlier  efforts  to  grow  longer  staple 
cotton  ''in  India.  :

Complete • cotton  export  data  for  1941-42  arc  not  yet  available.  An 
early  report  showed  exports  of  927,000  bales  between  September  1,  1941, 
and  August  22,  1942 t  compared  with  a  12-month  total  of  1,984,000  bales  in 
1940-41  and  2,081,000  bales  in  1939-40.     Imports  into  3ombay  from  Egypt , 
the  Sudan,  and  East  Africa  during  the  year  ended  August  31,  1942, 
amounted  to  467,000  bale  s  as  against'  559  ,000  bales  in  1940-41.  These 
data  are  incomplete  but  represent  the  bulk  of  India's  cotton  imports. 
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Domestic  consumption  of  Indian  cotton  in  1941-42/ is  estimated  "by- 
private  sources  at  approximately  3,300,000  bales  compared  with  about 
3,000,000  in  1940-41.    Mill  consumption  in  1942-43'  is  ejected,  to  be.... 
somewhat  lower  than  last  year  because  of  political  disturbances  since 
early  August  and  the  temporary  closing  of  a  number  of  cotton  mills,  some 
of  which  (mostly  in  Ahmedabad)  were  still  closed  late  in  September.  This 
reduced  output  of  cotton  goods,  at  a.  time  when  Government  and  export 
orders'  as  well  a,s  civilian  demand  are  strong,  influenced  a  sharp  rise  in 
'j  prices  of  piecegoods.     It  was  announced  earlier  that  Government  ptirchases 
•would  total  about  1  billion  yards  during  the  year  ending  Jaiuary  31,  1943. 

Estimates  made  by  cotton  firms  in  India,  indicate  that  the  carry- 
over of  Indian  cotton  in  India  increased  from  around  2,250,000  bales  at 
.the  end  of  August  1941  to  about  3,300,000  a  year  later.     Cal dilations, 
:  based  on  a  1942  crop  of  4,600,000  bales,  consumption  of  3,200,000  In 
1942-43,  and  exports  of  500,000  bales,  indicate  a  pr6bable  increase  in 
carry-over  to  around  4,200,000  bales  by  August  31,  1943. 

A  .new  hedge  contract  was  ma.de  effective  July  15,  1942.  It 
replaced. all  existing  hedge  contracts  for  the  duration  of t he  war  and  a 
•  minimum,  unspecified  period- thereafter.     It  is  based  on  fine  Jarilla 
cotton  of  3/4  inch  and' embraces  about  2, 500,000  bales  of  various  Indian 
varieties.     It  is  designed  mainly  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  domes- 
tic trade  rather  than  those  of  consumers  aboard.    &  system  of  discounts 
was  devised  for  tenderable  varieties  other  than  Jarilla  and  certain  other 
specified  strain's  in  order  to  prevent  the  contract  from  becoming  a 
seller1 s  contract.    Holders  of  long-term.  Broach  contracts  were  compelled 
to  either  liquidate  their  holdings  or  be  prepared  to  accept  delivery  of 
cotton.    Trading  in  the. new  contract  was  begun  on  July  15  at  opening 
prices  of  352  rupees  per  candy  (13.47'  cents  per  pound)  for  January 
futures  and  344  rupees  (13.15  cents)  for  March  1943. 


SMALLER    C0TT01T  CROP  EXPECTED.  IE  UGAXTDA.  .  . 

The  area. planted  to  -cotton  in  Uganda  to  the  end  of  August  1942  was 
estimated  at  905,000  acres • compared  with  1,251,000  at  the  same  date  in 
1941  and  a  final ' estimate  of  1 , 287, 100 ' acres ■  for.  1941.    An  intensive 
campaign  was  conducted  this  year  t  o  encourage  greater' cotton  production, 
but  dry  weather  during  most  of  the  planting  season  (May-August)  caused  a 
delay  in  planting  until  good  rains  fell  in  August.    Cotton  planted  early 
in  the  season  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  reduction  in  acreage  may  be 
partly  offset  by  a  higher  yield  than  last  year  if  favorable  conditions 
continue.    Dissatisfaction  with  prices  received  for  cotton  last  year  and  the 
more  profitable  cultivation  of  tobbaco  contributed  to  a  lack  of 
•interest  on  the  part  of  cotton  growers  this. year.

The  1942  tobacco  crop  in  Iran  (Persia)  is  reported  as  "being 
substantially  "below  that  for  1941  and  will  probably  total  about  22  mil- 
lion pounds,  according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign 
Agricultural  Relations.'   The  reduced  crop 'is  attributed  to  a  decrease 
in  acreage,  the  1942  acreage  for  harvest  being  estimated  at  only  21,497 
acres  as  coitroared  with  27,319  acres  in  1941.     In  1939  more  than  32,000 
acres,  were  devoted  to  tobacco.  ■    -   .       ...  ... 

The  decline  in  the  tobacco  area  is  probably  the  result  of  war 
conditions,  which  have  brought  some  internal  disturbances  and  curtailed 
exports.  '  Prior' to  the  war, ' small ' quantities  of  "oriental  leaf  were  ex- 
ported and  about  5  to  6  million  pounds  of  ?/ater—"oipe  tobacco  were  sent 
abroad,  principally  to  Egypt  and  Ir^q. 

Exports  of  tobacco  and  tobacco  products  from  Iran  during  1941-42 
(April-March)  totaled  1,453,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  761,000  pounds 
during  the  preceding  year.    Exports  to  the  United  States  amounted  to 
47, '000  pounds'  in  1941-42  and  33*000  pounds  in  1940-41.    Imports  into 
Iran  totaled  30,000  rounds  in  1941-42  as  compared  with  45,000  pounds  in 
1940-41. 


E0N3URAN  TOBACCO  EXPORTS 
SHOW  INCREASE'  FOR'  1941-42' 

Exports  of  leaf  tobacco  from  Honduras  amounted  to  2,419,000 
rounds  in  the  fiscal  year  1941-42,  as  compared  with  a  5-year  average  of 
1,714,000' pounds  during  the"  years  1936-37  through  1940-41.     In  addition, 
61,543,000  cigars  and  150,000  ;oounds  of  prepared  tobacco  were  exported 
in  1941-42,  or  slightly  more  than  in  1940-41.    All  these  exports  were 
destined  for  El  \  Salvador,  according  to  a  report  recently  received  in  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 

Imports  of  leaf  tobacco  into  Honduras  remained  insignificant 
during  1941-42,  amounting  to  only  13,000  pounds,  as  compared  with 
24,000  pounds  imported  during  1940-41.     The  withdrawal  of  shipping 
during  1941-42  resulted  in  the  virtual  disappearance  from  the  market 
of  cigarettes  made  frpm_  imported  leaf.   .Products  from  domestic  leaf, 
which  are  protected  by  high_  tariff s  ,  have 'always  dominated  the  market 
in  Honduras,  but  this  will  be  the  first  time  for  many  yea.rs  that  to-

The  growing  season,  a.ccording  to  reports  received  by  the  Office  of 
Foreign  Agricultural  -.Relations ,  was  very  satisfactory  in  all  sections  of 
the.  country.  There  was  .also  ample  harvest  labor'  to  take  care  of  the  large 
crop.    Early  reports  on  the  quality  of  the  nuts  .indicate  that  they  were 
equal  in  that  respect  to  last  year's  crop.     The  crop  is  expected  to  have 
a  larger  percentage  of  small  kernels  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  the  carry-over  from  the  1941  crop  is 
difficult  to  evaluate.     The  1941-4-2  marketing  season  was  one  in  which 
considerable  speculation  took  place,  extremely  high  prices  prevailed, 
and  exports  were  prohibited.     The  combined  effect  of  these  ..conditions 
seems  to  have  resulted  in  the  largest  carry-over  in  many  years'.  This 
carry-over,  unlike  that  of  former  years,  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  growers,  which  makes  it  more    difficult  to  estimate.     It  is  now  gen- 
erally thought  that  a.t  least  8,800  tons  of  shelled  nuts  remained  in  the 
country  as  the  new-crop  nuts  began  to  arrive  on  the  market. 

The  outlook  at  present  for  the  1942-43  marketing  season  is  rather 
dull.     The  large  harvest  and  carry-over,  coupled  with  the  high  level  of 
prices  growers  now  expect  and  the  ban  on  exports,  have  practically  put 
an  end  to  the  market.     It  is  reported  that  the  Government' s  policy  in 
banning  exports  is  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  down  the  price  in  the  hope 
that  more  people  will  be  able  to  buy  almonds  and  thus  improve  the  food 
situation.

IRAQ,  DATE  CROP  CONSIDERABLY  SMALLER   

THAN  LAST  YEAR  .   .  . 

The  1942  Iraq,   crop  of  Hallawoc,  Kbadrwe© ,  and  Sayer  dates  '  suitable 
for  packing  and- export  is  estimated,  at  500,000  boxes  of  Hall  awe  e,  220,000 
boxes  of  Khadrawee,  and  880,000  of  Sayer  dates,  according  to  the 
Date  Growers -Association  of  Basra.     This  may  be  compared  with  the  1941 
estimate  of  612, 500  boxes  of  Eallawee,  244,400  boxes  of  Khadrawee,  and 
1,257,000  boxes  of  Sayer.  .  This  year's  estimate  indicates  a-  reduction  of 
25  percent  for  Hall awe e,  10  percent  for  Khadrawee,  and  30  percent  for 
Sayer,  compared  with  the  1941  crop.     It  is  also  reported  that  Zahdi  dates 
will  total  only  50  percent  of  the  1941  production;  all  other  varieties 
are  also  expected  to  be  less  than  during  the  previous  year.     The  samller 
crop  is  the  result  of  severe  cold  weather  during  the  winter  and'  poor  fer- 
tilization.   Dry  winds  also  caused  s.ome  damage,  but  toward  the  end  of 
August  the  weather  became  more  favorable.     It  is  now  thought  that  the 
quality  of  this  year's  dates  will  be  much  better  than -was  anticipated 
earlier  in  the  season. 

The  disposal  of  the  1942  pack  of  dates    appears  to  be  assured,  since 
the  Andrew  Weir  Company  of  Basra  is  reported  to  have  contracted  to  take 
633,000  boxes  of  Hallawee ,  275,000  of  Khadrawee,  and  1,122,000  of  Sayer. 
It  is  evident  from  the  above  figures  that  on  the  basis  of  the  present  es- 
timate, growers  will  be  unable  to  supply  the  amounts  contracted  for  by 
tne  Andrew  Weir  Company.    Dates  of  other  varieties,  such  as  Zahdi,  are 
expected  to  be  sold  to  neighboring  countries,  such  as  Syria  and  Palestine.

CANADA  ENCOURAGES  CATTLE  MARKETING 

BY  RAISING  CEILING  PRICES  OF  BEEF  .... 

As  another  step  in  the  effort  to  relieve  the  current  "beef  shortage 
in  Canada,   the  heef " ceiling  price  was  raised  as  of  October  13.     The  in- 
crease in  the  ceiling  price,  together  with  the  denial  of  permits  for  ex- 
port cattle,  which  has  "been  in  effect  since  August  18,  was  expected  to 
result  in  heavier  marketing  of  cattle  and  alleviation  of  the  beef  shortage. 

The  beef  ceiling .price  was  raised  $1.50  ($1.36  United  States)  per 
100  pounds  as  of  October  13.     This  resulted  in  an 'immediate  increase  in 
live-cattle  prices.    Prior  to  that  it  had "been  definitely ' announced  on 
September  4  that  no  more  export  permits  for  heavy' cattle  (700  pounds  and 
over)  would  be  granted,  and  that 'higher  prices  for  export  cattle  through 
sales  to  the  Wartime  Food  Corporation  would  not  be  obtainable. 

Cattle  previously  withheld  from  market  for  higher- prices  are  now 
expected  to  be  marketed.    At  $15.50  for  carcass 'beef  of  commercial  grade 
in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  the  appropriate  price  for  cattle  is  $9.30,  ac- 
cording to  the  official  Canadian"  formula.  1_/    For  several  weeks  prior  to 
tne  rise  in  ceiling  prices,  inspected  slaughterings  amounted  to  only 
10,000  to  12,000  weekly,  or  about  50  percent  below  normal. 


Abundant  feed-grain  supplies  may  still - result- in  a  substantial 
number  of  cattle  being  held  back  for  winter  feeding,  but  it  is  believed 
that  this  tendency  has  been  lessened  by  the  manner  in  which  the  ceiling 
prices  were  raised,  i.e.,  $1.50  ($1.36  United  States)  per  10G  pounds  im- 
mediately and  a  subsequent  increase  of  only  $2.25  ($2.05  United  States) 
instead  of  spreading  the  total  increase  of  33.75  ($3.41  United  States) 
•over  a  longer  period  between  November  and  June. 

In  tne  long  awaited  Order  No.  194  of  the.  Wartime  Prices  and  Trade 
Board,  in  which  ceiling  prices  for  beef  carcasses  in  Canada's  15  price 
zones  were  raised. $1.50  (Canadian)  per  100  pounds  as  of  October  13, 
further  increases  of  50  cents  are  to  be  made  on  December  24,  February  11, 
March  25,  and  April  29,  and  a  final  increase  of  25  cents  is  to  be  made 
May  27.     Thereafter,  prices  may  fluctuate  seasonally  under  the  ceiling 
in  accordance  with  market  conditions,  but  the  ceiling  will  no  longer  be 
adjusted  seasonally. 

Six  grades  of  carcass  beef  were  named  in  the  order.  Special 
quality  corresponds  to  the  long  established  "Red  Brand"  and  carries  a 
premium  of  50  cents  per  100  pounds  over  the  ceiling  for  commercial 
quality,  while  prices  for  plain  quality,  a'S  well  as  cutter,  cow,  bull, 
and  boner  beef  ere  less  than  the  ceiling  for  commercial  quality.

Beef  rationing  is  being  considered  as  a  possibility,  but  only  as 
a  last  resort.    Officials  hope  that  the  stopping  of  cattle  exports  to 
the  United  Stages,  normally  averaging  4,000  head  weekly ,  and  the  expected 
increase  in  pork  supplies  will  enable  military  contracts  to  be  met  and 
still  leave  enough  meat  for  the  greatly  expanded  civilian  demand.  The 
temporary  reduction  in  pork  supplies  is  expected  to  be  ended  when  the 
lajrge  spring  pig  crop  comes  on  the  market  this  fall.    At  present,  packers 
are  permitted  to  supply  the  domestic  market  with  onl3r  50  percent  of  their 
1940  weekly  average  instead  of  75  percent  as  f omerly. 
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LARGE  WOOL  CLIP  IN  NEW  SOUTH  WALES  .   .  . 

Wool  production  in  the  State  of  New  South  Wales,  Australia,  in  the 
season  just  closed  totaled  547  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  1.5  percent 
above  1940-41.    New  South  Wales  accounted  for  48  percent  of  the  total  pro- 
duction of  Australia  in  1941-42,  which  was  estimated  at  1,140  million 
pounds . 

The  number  of  sheep  shorn  in  New  South  Wales  reached  the  record 
total  of  58,537,000  in  1941-42,  an  increase  of  1.4  percent  compared  with 
1940-41  and  7.1   percent  compared  with  1939-40.     The  average"  weight  of 
wool  produced  per  sheep  has  been  smaller  in  the  past  two  seasons  than" 
the  record  of  9.1  pounds  in  1939-40.     Owing  to  less  favorable  wool- 
growing  seasons  in  1940-41  and  1941-42,  the  weight  per  fleece  was  reduced 
to  8.4  pounds  and  8.5  pounds,  respectively-* 

The  number  of  lambs  docked  in  this  State  has  exceeded  14  million 
head  for  the  third  successive  year,  while  slaughtering  exceeded  8  million 
in  each  of  the  post  two  seasons.     The  number  of  lambs  docked  in  the  five 
seasons,  1935-36  to  1939-40,  averaged  12,700,000,  while  the  number  of 
sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  averaged  6,500,000  head.     The  number  of  sheep 
and  lambs  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  New  South  Wales  season  on  March  31, 
1942,  was  the  largest  in  nearly  50  years,  being  estimated  at  56,737,000 
head.    Nov/  South  Wales  has  over  twice  the  number  of  sheep  in  Queensland, 
the  next  largest  sheep-rproducing  State  in  Australia.     In  the  5  years, 
1935-1939,  New  South.  Wales  supported  46  percent  of  the  total  number 
raised  in  all  Australia. 


SOUTH  AMERICAN  GOVERNMENTS 
AID  WOOL ' GROWERS  ...

As  a  result  of  large  end-of-season  stocks  in  Argentina,  Uruguay, 
and  Peru,  the  respective  Governments  have  taken  steps  to  aid  wool  growers 
and  exporters.     Representations  have  been  made  by  the  Governments  of 
Uruguay  and  Peru  to  the  United  States  Government  to  purchase  the  surplus 
stocks.     It  is  rumored  that  the  argentine  Government  is  formulating  plans 
for  the  purchase  of  the  coarse  yjooI  stocks  in  that  country. 

Stocks  on  hand  in  Argentina  and  Uruguay  at  the  end  of  the  season 
just  closed  (September  30)  totaled  a --proximately  243  million  pounds  and 
were  larger  than  at  any  time  since  1920.     The  surplus  in  those  two  coun- 
tries exceeds  that  of  2  years  ??o  by  64  percent.     That  year  continental 
European  ports  were,  closed  by  the  blockade  after  the  f°ll  of  France  so 
that  much  of  the  wool  already  sold  to  European  countries  could  not  be 
delivered..     End-of-season  stocks  averaged  only  42  million  pounds  during 
the  5  years  1935-1939.  '  ; 
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The  large  stocks  are  attributed  mainly  to  holdings  by  speculators 
who  refused  to  sell  to  United  States  buyers  at  the  prices  offered.  These 
prices  were  stated  to  be  all  that  could  be  offered  'in  view  of  the  ceiling 
prices  on  wool  in  the  United  States-     In  1940-41  wool  buyers  in  the  United 
States  gave  much  needed  support  to  the  South  ijuerican  wool  market,  and 
the'  season  closed  with  stocks  reduced  conaiderably  as:  compared  with  the 
end  of  the  1S39-40  season.    Peru  is  concerned  about  unsold  stocks  total- 
ing about  2  million  pounds,  but  this  is  small  compared  with  stocks  in 
Argentina  and  Uruguay. 

Wool  production  in  Argentina  and  Uruguay  in  the  new  season,- which 
began  October  1,  is  provisionally  estimated  at  640  million  pounds,  an  in- 
crease of  4  percent  above  1941  and- 25  percent  above  the  average  f  or  the 
5  years  1935-1939.    Domestic  ■  consumption  has  been  increasing,  but  not- 
withstanding that  fact,  apparent    supplies  in  prospect  for  the  season  for 
disposal  elsewhere,  are  unusually  large.     Shipments  from  Argentina  and 
Uruguay  fell  as  low  as  301  million  pounds  in  1941-42,  a  reduction  of  46.5 
percent  as  compared  with  the  large  exports  of  1940-41  and  the  smalle st 
for  many  years. 

Argentina 

Notwithstanding  the. large  carry-over,  exports  in  the  first  month 
of  the  new  season    (October)  were  very  little  different  from  a, year  ago, 
when  they  were  small  compared  with  October  exports  in  the  three  preceding 
seasons.    About  87  percent  of  October  shipments  were  to  the  United  States. 

On  September  30  the  carry-over  in  all  hands  was  estimated  at  198 
million  pounds  compared  with  81  million  in  1941  and  121  million  in  1940. 
Stocks  in  all  hands  by  October  31,  1942,     had  increased  to  220  million 
pounds,  about  13  2  million  eounds  or  CO  percent  being  reported  as  avail- 
able for  purchase  by  the  United  States.     The  bulk  of  this  wool,  or  64 
million  pounds,  grades  44's  or  coarser;   31  million  pounds,  50's  -  58's; 
18  million  pounds  60' s  and  finer;  11  million,  46 '  s  -  48' s;  and  the  rest 
miscellaneous . 

Exports  of  wool  from  Argentina  for  the. season  ended  September  30 
amounted  to  only  279  million  pounds,  grease  basis,  a  decrease  of  38  per- 
cent below  the  unusually  large  exports  in  1940-41,  and  were  the  smallest 
since  1924-25.     Statistics  of  exports  by  countries  of  destination,  in- 
cluding grease,  scoured,  and  pulled  ^'ool  combined,  shew  that  of  the  243 
million  pounds  shipped  in  1941-42,  the  United  States  took  220  million 
pounds  or  PO  percent.     Exports  to  Japan  fell  from  31  million  pounds  in 
1940-41  to  only  1  million  in  1941-42.    Exports  to  non-European  countries 
amounted  to  236  million  pounds,  and  those  to  European  countries,  includ- 
ing the  United  Kingdom,  fell  to  only  7  million  pounds.     In  normal  times 
72  percent  of  the  Argentine  wool  exportable  surplus  was  marketed  in  the 
five  principal  European  wool-importing  countries,  the  United  Kingdom, 
France,  Belgium,  Germany,  and  Italy.  ;  -

Cabled  renorts  indicate  that  the-  Uruguayan  carry-over  of  wool  on 
September  30  this  year  amoimted  to  aon-roximately  45  million  nounds.  Rep- 
representatives  of  the  Uruguayan  Government  -  are  in  the  United  States  nego- 
tiating for  the  sale  of  this  ,  surplus  ,- which- i  s  about  four  times  greater 
than  the  average  quantity  on  hand  at  the  ■  end-  of '  the '  season. 

In  view  of  the  limited  outlet  at  nresent -for '  South  ".American  wool, 
it  is  of  vital  imnortance  to  the  industry  to  make  disndsal  of  as  much  of 
the  surplus  as  nossible.     Growers  are  ■believed  •  to  be  holding  only  a  small 
portion  of  the  total,  or  about  25  nercent.     It  is  renorted  that  about  41 
percent  is  held  by  large  speculators  and  -34  -nercent  by  less-imnortant 
speculators.     

Exoorts  during  October,,  the  first  month  of'  the'  hew  season,-  have 
been  -practically  nil,  as  exporters  agreed  not-  to '  sell'  any  wool  to.  United 
States  buyers  below  .the  following  nrices-:

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NEW  ZEALAND  TALLOW  SEASON 
OPENS  FAVORABLY.   .  '. 

Tiie  New  Zealand  1942-43  tallow  season  (August -July)  opened  T&Ltli  a 
very  small  carry-over  of  12  million  pounds  awaiting  shipment.    Prospects  of 
shipping  space  for  its  movement  ware  more  satisfactory  than  for  many  months,  and 
the  quantity  was  expected  to  he  reduced  to  only  1  million  pounds  by  the  end  of 
the  month.    Production  for  export  .is  always  small  until  the  end  of  November,  about 
75  percent  of  the  total  becoming  available  for  shipment  through  December-May. 

Tallow  production  for  export  in  1942-43  will  at  least  eaual  the  record 
quantity  of  90  million  pounds  produced  for  that  purpose  in  1941-42,  according 
to  preliminary  estimates.    In  1940-41,  78  million  pounds  were  produced  for  export. 
The  United  Kingdom  has  purchased  the  entire  surplus  for  1942-43,  but  some  may 
be  released  for  shipment  elsewhere...    Tallow  production,  especially  of  the  higher 
grades,  has  increased  as  a  result  of  the  new  methods  of  preparing  meat  for  export. 
Under  the  new  method,  meat  is  deboned,  dehydrated,  and  trimmed  in  New  Zealand  in 
order  to  conserve  shipping  space.  .  Fat  that  adheres  to  the  bones,  or  is  trimmed 
off,  is  boiled  down  for  making  tallow. 

Domestic  consumption  of  tallow  in  New  Zealand  increased  from  18  million 
pounds  in  1939-40  to  22  million  pounds  in' 1941-42,  largely  as  a  result  of  a 


greater  demand  b3^  soap  producers, 
consumption,  only  7  million  pounds 
inedible. 


Of  the  22  million  pounds  entering  domestic 
Consisted  of  edible,  the  remainder  being 


Exports  in  the  season  that  closed  on  July  30,  totaled  approximately  123 
'million  pounds,  an  increase  of  96  percent  above  1940-41,  according  to  the  figures 
of  the  Export  Marketing  Department "f '  This '  evidently  included  a  substantial  carry- 
over from  preceding  years.    The  bulk  of  the  tallow,  or  83  percent?  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  16  percent  to  the  United  States,  and  the  remainder  to  India.
